Economy— The president stressed 
this as major point of his message 
and congress has adhered strictly to 
the budget. 
Taxation— Chief suggestions made 
by the president and Secretary of 
the Treasury Mellon were adopted in 
the tax bill rushed through by re­ 
publicans and democrats

World Court— Democrats combin­ 
ed with republicans for adoption of 
the resolution for American adher­ 
ence to the world court, with accept­ 
able reservations. 
Foreign Debts— The

it will mean far more than that. 
“ If I am elected it is a virtual cer­ 
tainty that the next congress will 
modify the dry law. 
For, if Illinois 
goes wet, on an official vote, then 
the members of congress who think 
wet but vote dry, will take this as 
the general will of the people." 
Brennan announced he would con­ 
duct an extensive campaign through­ 
out the state and further announced 
that Governor Smith 
and 
Mayor 
“Jim m y” Walker of New York, would 
come to Illinois and take the stump 
for him. 
Joseph Tumulty, secre­ 
tary of the late President Wilson, 
also may campaign in Illinois for 
Brennan.

Kinley, incumbent, or Colonel Frank

and women on the subject of the 
League of Women’s Voters at the 
banquet of the local league served in 
the 
First 
Methodist church. 
Mrs. 
McKnight is an ardent worker in 
the league in Minneapolis. 
The dinner was finely served by 
the young People’s department of the 
Methodist church, and was greatly 
enjoyed by all attending. 
From th<- 
time 
the 
banqueters 
entered 
the 
ante-room of the banquet hall, where 
two members of the department act­ 
ed as checkroom attendants, to the 
end of the evening’s entertainment, 
all bespoke an efficient and careful 
control 
a n d 
organization. 
Much 
credit is due to Lawrence Ericsson, 
president of the department, and his 
staff of fine workers. 
Mrs. W. C. Cobb, chairman of the 
local league, acted as toastmistress 
of the occasion, and in a few well 
chosen words introduced the speaker 
of the evening. 
The work of the League of Wo­ 
m en’s Voters, as described by Mrs. 
McKnight. is carried out through 
th e workings of three main commit­ 
tees, those of efficiency in govern­ 
ment, social welfare, and interna­ 
tional cooperation to prevent war. 
Under the head of the first com­ 
mittee, said the speaker, is done tho 
work of educating the new voter in­ 
to her duties of citizenship. 
The 
league in its work of this commit­ 
tee aims to be an organization of 
education rather than 
information 
or propaganda. 
Mrs. McKnight related th e efforts 
of the clubwomen in the three major 
projects to date. 
These included tho 
drive to get out a 75 per cent vote 
during the ^ast presidential election, 
the attempt to secure the enactment of 
the Child Labor Amendment to the 
Federal constitution, and the work 
for United 
States entry 
into the 
World Court. 
With an enormous amount of in­ 
dividual work, including house to 
house canvassing in the cities, the 
league workers succeeded in getting 
out a much larger percentage of th » 
vote in the cities, but the net total 
vote, including the rural vote, was 
but 51 per centof the total eligible 
vote, as compared with 4 9 per cent 
in the previous campaign, 1920. And 
yet, said Mrs. McKnight, the women 
considered 
that 
t h e 
educational 
values received by the effort ^were 
far greater than 2 per cent difTeren'v 
in the vote indicates. 
The league did 
not succeed 
in 
their attempt to secure the enact­ 
ment of the Child Labor amendment, 
but this too proved an educational 
feature. 
In the work for the World 
Court, the women of this 8tate secur­ 
ed two miles of signatures to peti­ 
tions for United States entry, doub­ 
ling their aim of one mile of signa­ 
tures. 
Concluding, Mrs. McKnight pic­ 
tured the wonders of the work as 
seen from the heights of great effort, 
and ventured the prediction that the 
league will go on in its work of 
education and working toward the 
betterment of citizenship. 
Before Mrs. M cKnight’s address, 
the entire number present joined >i 
singing of a number of community 
songs, led by Alfred Dillan, with 
Miss Effie Drexler accompanying on 
th© 
piano. 
After 
the 
banquet, 
a 
number of women attending made 
application for membership in the 
league.

HOW TO INCREASE HAIRY PROFITS 


Cow test methods increase dairy profits, said Dr. C. H. 
Eckles, who was one of the important speakers at the Minnesota 
State Dairymen’s convention held at Brainerd in January. 
Dr. 
Eckles, who is the head of the dairy division of the University of 
Minnesota, claims that the Minnesota farmer with the a v e r a g e 
size dairy herd, by adopting cow testing association methods, can 
increase his annual butterfat production 1,000 pounds above what 
he is getting now. 
While the average cow is only producing 
about IOO pounds of butterfat in a year, the average cow in the 
testing association turns out 270 pounds of butterfat during the 
same period. 
. 
“Cow testing association cows are not high priced, purebred 
animals, and their Owners are not competing for high records,” 
argues Dr. Eckles. 
“They are simply farmers keeping cows for 
a living and trying to produce as much milk and cream as possi­ 
ble at the lowest price, 
lf they are able to get so much more out 
of their animals than their neighbors, it is simply because they 
have the figures at hand to show them exactly what they are 
doing. 
“The first lesson one learns from the cow testing association 
is that if the owner of the average herd of nine or ten cows will 
adopt the methods of farmers in cow testing association work, he 
can very likely run up his butterfat production 1,000 pounds in 
a year, and i,000 pounds of butterfat in these days is worth 
working for. 
Cow testing association records also will show him 
which of his cows is not producing profitably and should be culled 
from the herd, if the cows are to keep the farmer instead of the 
farmer keeping the cows. 
Furthermore, he will find that the well­ 
fed cow is the economical producer of butterfat and that it is 
never economy to be keeping a half-fed herd of dairy cows. 
The 
fourth important lesson frqrh the cow testing association expe­ 
rience is the great value of alfalfa hay. The most successful dairy 
farmers in the associations arid outsiders well depend upon some 
legume hay for roughage, and a great many of these choose al­ 
falfa.” 
Another point In cow testing is that a farmer may reduce the 
size of his herd, cutting out poor animals, and by operating with 
a few good cows, achieve higher financial results than by keeping 
many more boarder cows. 
Cow testing thus lessens the labor of 
the farmer. 
He knows to a dot whether a cow is worth her keep 
or not. 
He is not working blindly and not doing all his figuring 
at the end of' the month, when his creamery or other check arrives 
as concrete showing of what he has to show for the month’s work. 
With cow testing records he can almost figure to a certainty 
the value of each cow in His Herd.

VIEWPOINTS of people differ because of various conditions. 
You cannot expect a man with liver trouble or a kink in his back 
to survey things with as rosy glasses as the fellow who is in the 
flush of health.
